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“STOLEN WATERS" 
ws of Ireland's Greatest Lake 
Stolen From Public by ue 

Deputy’s Fraud , 


Dublin, Ireland.—It is a truism that 
only the busiest men have any time 
to spare, and it is proved again by 
the publication of an elaborate his- 
torical study by T. M. Healy, the fa- 
mous Irish M.P., who is as entertain- 
ing and brilliant with his pen as he is 
in speech. 

Mr. Healy was one of the counsel 
in the case concerning the fishing 
rights in the waters of Lough Neagh, 
decided by the hous’ of lords in favor 
of Lord Donegall in 1911, and his book 


“Stolen Waters,”: is a: careful examin- 
tion of the evidence on which that 
cecision, was based. 

The story “begins 300 years. ago, 
when James I was king, and Sir Arth- 
ur Chiches‘er, ar cestc. of Loi! Done- 
gall, was lord deputy of Ireland. King 
James persuaded the corporation of 
London to plant certain territories in 
Ulster.. They spent some $300,000 
and they wer> promised in return land 
‘1 Derry and the fishing of Lough 
Foyle and the ri\ Barn. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Healy, the Londoners were 
defrauded of their rights"in the Bann, 
which with Lough Neagh, fre which 
the river issues, was appropriated by 
Chichester by letters patent, scaled 
bv the lord deputy in his own favor 
without the consent or knowledge of 
the king. 

Strafford, e1 honest man and always 
jealous for the rights of the crown, 
compelled Chichester’s heir to restore 
the. stolen waters (the phrase is, of 
course, Mr. Healy’s) but after “te Re- 
storation they again reverted to the 
family. 

For generations, Mr. Healy tells us, 
the patent privileges were unassert- 
ed as far as Lough Neagh was con- 
cerned, In 1878, indeed, the houge 
of lords upheld the public right to fish, 
but this decision ~ ie reversed two 
years ago. 

The embargo on Lough Neagh de- 
prives the public of the profit of their 
greatest lake, in behoof of private in- 
dividuals. ~ To toil one’s daily bread 
in a perilous and precarious calling is 
no enviable birthright. Sinte the 
world was young this craft has been 
freely plied by the longshoremen of 
Lough Neagh. The right to exercise 
it they» defended at the»Seats of. the 
Mighty, only to find that the iaw re- 
jected their claim to earn a livelihood. 
To be bereft of one’s living and see 
a.scanty patrimony decreed to strang- 
ers is ill to bear, but the, ‘low fs 
made harder when ihe*pretext for con- 
fiscation is.alleged. to be some musty 
letter from Cromwell or a reckless 
fairing of the worthless Stuarts. 

Mr. Healy tells his story with en- 
thusiasm and thoroughness. The pur- 
suit, if not exnaustive, has not been 
without pains. A trail three centur- 
jes old is hard to follow, *He con- 
eludes with a characteristic comnari- 
son between the methods.of the Eng- 
lish in‘Ireland and of the. Roujans in 
Judea. 

Under the Roman oostipitfor ‘of Ja- 
dea no injunction was issued to de- 
nrive Hebrews of their fisheries, Of

© mnesareth there is evidence to go 
to a jury that the lotal ‘tribesmen 
could betimes lei down their rets for 
a draught.

GERMANY TO CONTROL AIR 


Conquest of Air May Prove as Im- 
portant as Thet of the Sea 

London.—Details of German’s com- 
ing gigantic expenditure on haval air- 
craft published in London, have pro- 
duced a remarkably unfavorable im- 
Pression here. Under the new 
scheme the Gerthan navy will have 
two naval squadrons, four airships 


| each, all-in commission, and fifty. aer- 


oplanes divided into seven fleets. 
Further military aircraft increases 
will give new Ceets of thirty new air- 
ships and 250 new aeroplanes, ; 

Cuxhaven Point, the most conven- 
ient for a fleet to the united kingdom, 
is being senectally developed for air 
craft, These particulars followine 
the modest expenditure .o7,. 850,000 
pounds, announced in. British  esti- 
mates have given British public a 
shock. 

Last week the demand that we 
should plunge into large immediate 
expenditure on war aircraft was con- 
fined to a small group. To-day it is 
general talk. 

The Daily Mail, which is ‘admitted 
the leading authority on aviation in 
England, supported the government 
programme a fortnight ago, but now 
declares that new German measures 
Will necessitate immediate revision of 
British measures. Today it makes 
an announcement the significance of 


which will be understood when it is|’ 


remembered that Lord Northcliffe has 
played a leading part in aircraft de 
velopment ‘in Enelknd. It declares 
that danger to this country ond the 
fleet, caused, by the development of 
foreign airships, is exaggerated. No 
invention has yet made them anything 
but the sport of winds. While they 
have made numerm | fine voyages not 
one of them has equalled the records 
of ordinary spherical balloons driven 
before the wind. The future lies with 
the watervlane, which is an aeroplane 
able to alight and start from water. 
In meeting an attack of airshins the 
waterplane can *. manoeuvered much 
more quickly, pecially in rough 
weather, and it is believed that the 
fleet - provided with sufficient water- 
plane scouts would be able to seek 
out and destroy airshins. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Some Ideas are Laid Before Commit- 
tee at Ottawa 

Ottawa.—F. A. Acland, deputy 
minister of labor, told th: old age 
pension committee that there was no 
way out of the old age pension scheme 
for the destitute deserving poor. He 
also favored the government tak- 
ing up and developing the present an- 
nuities system, so as to make it both 
attractive and profitable to the wage 
earners and people of moderate in- 
come. This might have to be by con- 
tributiéns. 

J. C. Watters, president of the Do-

Text of the Lesson, Gen. xxvili, 10-22. 
Memory Verses, 20-22—Golden Text, 
Gen. xxviii, 15—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D M. Stearns 
Isaac, having indorsed the going 

away of Jacob, blessed him again and 
this time iruly, ana sent him away to 
yshis mother’s eople that he might find 
a wife among the daughters of Laban, 
his mother’s brother. So Jacob went 
out from Beersheba where’ Isaac 
seems to have continued to live since 
the record in chapter xxvi, 32, 33, and 
went toward Harau: 

Haran was in the rame of Lot's 
father, and he died in Ur before Abram 
was called out. It was also the name 
of the place where Abram tarried un- 
til Terah, his fatler, died (chapter 
xi, 27-32). It was from thence Re- 
bekah came to be the wife of Isaac. 
It would have been a long journey for 
Jacob from Beersheba to Bethel in one 
day (between fcrty and fifty miles), 
sp it was perhaps his second night 
out on which he had this remarkable 
experience. That matters not, how- 
ever. It was the dream or vision 
that counted rather than the time 
when. 

That one who had acted as Jacob 
had should have such a_ revelation 
from the Lord is the wonderful part 
of the transaction. There are, how- 
ever, two very prom!nent facts in all 
the Scriptures which continusly at- 
tract our attention. One’is the ex- 
ceeding sinfulness of man, with his 
deceitful and desperately wicked 
heart, and the other is the exceeding 
riches of the grace and love of God. 

It does not matter as to the kind of 
ladder, whether steps of stone or some 
other kind. But the great fact is that 
Jacob saw a way of access from earth 
to heaven, angels ascending and de- 
scending, and he heard Jehovah from 
the top of the ladder talking to him 
most graciously and in such words as 
no mortal could expect or by any 
Means deserve. 

Because ‘f Jacob's unworthiness and 
the wondrous grace of God notwith- 
standing even I have ventured to ap- 
propriate and have proved in world- 
wide journeyings the comfort of 
verse 15. 

The Lord, who stooc above the lad- 
der and sp>ke the words of love and 
grace, no doubt referred to that night 
and that event -~hen he said to Nath- 
anael: Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Hereafter ye shall see heaven open 
and the angels of God ascending and 
descending upon the Son of. Man. 
(John i; 51). Some day when the 
New Jerusalem shall have taken its 
place over the earth and the elect 
Israel all righteous and the holy ang- 
els shall all Le in perfect accord with 
the Lord in administering the affairs 
of the kingdom we may think of and 
understand this vision more fully. 
Meantime let us think of Him who is 
the way, ihe truth, the life, who be- 
came man for us. The ladder was 
set‘up on the earti.
